As the result of a peculiar accident Thursday 
afternoon

miles north of West Carlisle, alums: bled to death Thursday before 
he could be hurried to a physician and reeeive medical attention. 
The child was drinking from a thin glass tumbler when he tripped 
and fell; the glass broke and a jaggsd corner of the broken frag- 
ments penetrated his neck narrowly missing the jugular vein. The 
wound bled profusely and in spite of the fact that the child was 
taken with all possible haste to the office of Dr. Edward S. Ed- 
wards at West Carlisle, lie was almost 
exhausted 
from 
loss of 


blood when lu- reached the physician. The gash which 
was an 


inch and a half long, required several stitches to close it.
